1. Council voted to approve the Consent Agenda engross which includes the Work Session Minutes
of May 14, 2018, Public Hearing Minutes of May 14, 2018 and Regular Scheduled Council
Meeting Minutes of May 14, 2018.

2. Council voted to table the request of Justin Hunt to next meeting to allow for him to go to Planning
and Zoning on June 21. He is requesting to subdivide the property into two lots and also
requesting a rezone from an R-2 to an R-3 property. The property is located at Tax Map R9,
Parcel 70.

3. Council voted to approve the request John O. and Renzo S. Wiggins for a variance to add a
temporary fence and a temporary shelter to sell equipment for Ringgold Power Sports. The
property is located at Tax Map R6, Parcel 60.

4. Council voted to approve the request of Robert Dougher for a variance on parking, building height
and exterior materials. The property is located at Tax Map 38B, Parcel 11-A.
